personnel. It is my intention during thia coming yoar to attempt

routines, the value of which do not justify thelr costz of sapecial 
interest is the need for a persommel survey and a job classification 
leading so a vroper nema | achedule. With the current shortage of 
professional librarians, iibraries are becoming more and more 
conscious of the distribution of librery work between profesaionaliy 
trained librarians and clerical workers, We have all too few 
Ab hepaigaeeatet trained people that wo should squander thelr training, 
earning, and experience on gimple roviins tasks. ft ia impossible 7 
pay a professional salary to eo librarian doing a lerge proportion 
of purely clerical work such as typing or filing when this work is 
not worth to the library more than its cost when done by a lower paid 
clerical worker. Such a personnel survey should not necesearily be 
regarded ag a survey of the present staff with its potentialities a 
its wadimesses but as en objective study of the actual work done 
regardless of the person deing it, Only upon such e foundation can 


wo Organize a sound ateff and construct an adequate salary schedules 


: Todey's librarians are placing more and more 
emphasis on larger units of library service. The American Library 
Association has issued lis National Plan for Libraries advecating 


-the consolidation of some 7000 Americen Library units Into 1200 larger, 


more efficient, and more economically operated unlta. The Riverside 
County Free Library already constitutes auch a unit, or rather the 
embryo of such a unit, for not yet has 1t reached that degree of 
maturity and efficiency shown by neighboring California countless. Tf 
Gon't think we have quite defined the term Librery service in connectia 
with Riverside County. What type of library service do the people 
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want? and te what oxtent do they want 46? It is avestions such 


as these to which we must find the answer Guring the coming year.

CHILDREN *S DEPARTHNENT 


While this department has not shown an increase in total 
circulation, it is still high as compared with former years. There 
was, however, an increase of over one thousand in the circulation 
of non-fiction and it is to be remarked that the proportion of 
non-fiction circulated in the children’s department is higher then 
that in the adult department. One new feature of this service has 
been the beginning of a separate picture collection in this departe 
ment with the provision of modern files therefor. rs. peronee in 
charge, has addressed Parent Teachers Associations and other similar 
organizations, both in and out of Riverside, as occasions arosés 


COUNTY AND BRANCHES DEPARTMENT 


As ously stated, it is in this department that the 
largest increases of activity are shown. There has been an 
increase in the number of books sent out of 11.5% and in the 
circulation at all branches of 24%. The increase in cireulation 
at county schools alone has been 56% and at county stations 23%. 
There has been a net increase of six distributing agencies, new 
deposit stations having been established at Aguanga, Garnet and 
Murrieta, and four schools added, while one school was lost. 


During the year the new postage rates on library booke 
went into effect. This reduced rate of postage has made possible

This 
Was accomplished during the last weeks of the year by alterations 
in' the upper story of the library school building. A teetirs 
room was provided which will seat about eighty people and re- 
divided by accordion doors furnishes two excellent classrooms. 
Two smaller rooms were fitted up, which can be used ae offices 
or as seperate study rooms for students. This change gives the 
library something which it has always lacked, a small audience 
room for lectures and meetings related to the cultural activitics 
of the community. Its first use was for the display of motion 
pictures illustrati the manufacture of books and of paper in 
eee with the library handicraft class of the library 
school.

The changes to be recorded during the past 
year affect rather the physical appearance of the library than its 
technical administration. A new roof was put upon the main building, 
while the office was provided with a new safe, a new desk for the 
secretary and a uniform battéry of filing cabinets. A handsome flag- 
pole has been erected in front of the main building, an inter- 
communicating telephone system with ten stations has been installed 
— a Bulletin Typewriter added for public notices, exhibit labels, 
etco 


CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 


ee rue: . The registration at our loan desk continues to 
keep pace with the growth of the city, showing an increase of 7% over 
the previous year, while the circulation at the main library shows an 
increase of 22% over two years ago. This increase in circulation 
follows upon the continued increase in the expenditure for books, the 
sum expended this year, $9,586.66, being slightly in excess of that 
for last year. These purchases have been supplemented by others from 
the Ethan Allen Chase and John Carreja Memorial Funds. ‘fhe increase 
in the work of the department is indicated by the single item of overdue 
pos tal cards, of which 9511 were issued this year, 1000 more than the 
year previous. Desk deposits have been more than doubled in one year, 
a seeming indication of a marked growth in the transient populations 


| The great area of our city, its, rapid growth 
and its distinct settlements, indicate the need for additional brancheso 
This is most marked in the New Magnolia District, where the growth has

A We have for a second time removed from the main - 
stock room some hundreds of books not in active demand and added these 
to our "annex" in the basement. For this purpose additional stacks 
were installed while one stack has been added for the fiction section, 
which last addition fills our. main stack room to its maximum capacity, 
unless reading tables are sacrificed or a mezzanine floor added. With 
this removal, largely of old books, the repair of 8450 books in the 
library, nearly double the number of last year, and the usual binding, 
the book stock on our main floor presents the best appearance in years.

| There is subnitted herewith the financial and 
statistical report of the Riverside Public Library for the year 
ending June 30, 1926. 


There are this year no such radical changes to 
record in the physical arrangements of the library or in its methods 
of administration as were made during the previous year. The 
attention of the librarian has been occupied in keeping pace with 
the growing service of the library and especially in the working out 
of the changes in the plan of the library school forecast in his 
previous report. A more commodious and substantiel case has been 
installed for the exhibit of new books. An old catalog case was 
remodelled, giving us a fine group of four wniiform catalog cases. 
Two new typewriters were added, several electric fans for the com- 
fort of the public and staff and a new duplicating apparatus, which 
greatly facilitates the preparation of outlines for the library 
School and the multiplication of bulletins and reports for the library 


_ itself. 
THE CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 


| So far as Riverside is concerned the deterrent 
influence of the automobile and radio upon reading is not strikingly 
apparent. To keep pace with the growing demends upon the library, 
additional help has been employed and with some increases in wages, 
mostly in the lower ranks of the service, the expenditure for salaries 
this year shows an increase of 11.5% over the year previous. ‘his 
increase appears fully justified by the increase in services to be 
mentioned. fhe total circulation in both city and county has increased 
Over 52,000 in number, or 9%, the circulation at the main library alone 
increasing over twenty thousand, or 13.3%. This was necessarily met 
by an increased expenditure for books, $9094.06, being the largest 

sum spent for that purpose in the history of the library. It is 
Bratifying to note that while there was an increase in the circulation 
of adult fiction of 7%, the increase for other books was over three 
times as great, or 25% for the year, while the proportion of circula- 
tion of adult fiction has been reduced from 67€ in 1921 to 59% in the 
current year. The number of borrowers registered shows an increase 

of 8%, a normal increase for the commmity. A small part of the 

service of the circulation department to the public is in the issue 

of overdue postal notices, 8,440 in number during the year, an increase 
of 9% over the previous year, an added indication that -the work of the 
library must grow and be supported with the growth of the community, 


COUNTY DEPARTMENT 


ge number of packages sent out by the county 
Gerartment during the year increased 30€ and the nwaber of books 
sueiuaéd in these packages, 234. Pisures do not indicats a corres- 
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ponding increase in circulation, the inorease being but Sf, but this 
may be due to the fact that there has always been difficulty in 

, #eouring reports of circulation from voluntary custodians. On the 
Other hand there bas been «a large inerease in interlibrary loans and 
dn direct service to individuals (extension). The unit cost of books 
sent out in our county department was fifty-eight cents as compared 
with sixty cents for the year 1922-25, when Riverside County ranked 
®ighth lowest in the state in this particular. 


CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


Our report of last year noted the beneficial effect of a 
Special attendant for our children's Department. This year that room 
has under the care of Mrs. Louise Strong and the value of spacial 
ersonal direction has been shown by an increase of 30% in the circule- 
on of shildren's books. Mrs, Strong has served the cause of children's 
_ Mterature by waking a number of talks on that subject during the year 
before warious organizations. 


CATALOG DEPARTMENT 


The additions to the library show an incresse of 18% over 
‘the previous year, the volumes cataloged an increase of 26% and cards 
filed an increase of 40%, the large purchases of the year have rendered 
Blow the progress in recataloging and if the library is to keep pace with 

| demands and at the same time clean house, an increase in the 

working force in this department is imperative. A valuable piece of 
work accomplished by this department during the year has been the 
separation of the children's catalog from the main catalog and its 
imstallation in the children's room, 


REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 


It is not alone in the purchase and circulation of books 

that the library has been active. The use of the dibrary for the reading 
of journals and periodicals has increased and a definite stage in ite 

wth was marked when during the evening of March 8th every chaiy in 

@ library was found to be occupied and it was with difficulty that a 
seat was found for a reader. ‘The reference work has increased corres = 
ames oe and the pressure on the Reference Department wag especiall 
heavy 8 spring. Every interest of the comunity, literary, socia 
and @goromic, has been represented in the work of our Reference Department, 
The demands from the various schools have been notable. At one time, 
@iso in March, Miss Robbins, then acting reference librarian, had on 
reserve shelves at one time material for thirteen different debates, 


LIBRARY SCHOOL 


The experience of the year has apparently justified the 
plans of the Board, made in April 1925, for the elimination of the 
Winter session of the library school and the reduction of the Long 
course from eleven months to thirty-two weeks. During the previous 
year under the 6leven mente plan the school had wt five iong course 
students, The shorter period, corresponding with the acadenie year in 
@ohools and colleges, brought to us fourteen long course studente for 
the 1926 term, while the enrollment fox 1927 was completed about 
Pune 10,1986, sasven months tn advance of the berinning of that senetion., 
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It is gratifying to report that of the fourteen students enrolled for 
1926, all promise to complete their work at the writing of this report. 
fhe summer session, increased from six to eight weeks in length and with 
special courses throughout the mornings replacing the special features 
of the former winter school, began its work June 2lst with an enroll- 
ment of thirty-nine students. In the absence on leave of Miss Hslen 
Evans, Reference Librarian, on whom so much of the teaching of the school 
devolves, the school has been fortunate in securing the services of 

Miss Mary E, Robbins of Lakeville, Connecticut, and Miss Caroline Wandeli 
of New York City, both of whom served extended engagements with the 
library and school during the year. 

Acknowledgment is due to the Southern Sierras Power Company 
and to the administration of the Riverside High School and Junior 
College and of the Citrus Experiment Station and particularly to their 
librarians, Misses Bernice Loveland, Rosa B. Cage and Marie Potest, 
whose cooperation has opened the libraries of those institutions for 
practice work to the students of our school. The value of this 
Opportunity is so apparent that we hope that this arrangement may 
become a permanent one. | 


_- -‘This year has seen the introduction in the library school of 
@ projecting apparatus which has greatly facilitated and expedited 
the teaching of cataloging both in the easy display of model cards and 
of corrected work. The restriction of entrance to the school to the 
beginning of the term and the balance of schedules has made possible a 
uniform certificate for all students and greatly simplifies the clerical 
work of school records. While added courses in the summer school have 
consumed some part of the gain incident to the dropping of the winter 
session, the financial showing of the school is more favorable than in 
any previous year and seems more than ever to warrant its continuance 
@nd to assure its success. 
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Last year we noted the commencement of our association with 
the Gooperative Department of the Riverside Junior Gollege. We can 
thia year report our continued satisfaction with that arrangement, four 
yo ladies employed on alternating schedulés having continued to do 
highly satisfactory work, both as students at college and as employees 
of the library. |

There is submitted herewith the financial 
and statistical report of the Riverside Public Librery for the year 
ending June 50, 1925, 


| For the past year we are happy to record a 
number of changes both in the physical arrangement and in the practice 
of the library, The change most striking to the public eyes is the 
removal from the entrance hall of four reading tables and the sub- 
stitution of four glass exhibit cases, Many visitors have expressed 
their pleasure at this change and remarked on the increased sense of 
space afforded by it. 


The circulation desk has been reuodelled, 
giving much more shelf space for the storage of records and the 
handling of returned books. The return card tray has been lowered 
80 that attendants may sit while discharging books. 


The antique locked case was moved from ths 
main stack room, the position of the music case changed, a number of 
new stacks added and the sequence of books in the stacks corre ted. 
Doors have been added making a number of cabinets in the office for 
the better protection of records and improving the appearance of the 
room. A large shelving space was cleared in the vasement and an annex 
of less used books created. About three thousand such books showing 
no signs of use during the previous eight years were reuoved from the 
more valuabis space of the main floor. 


Pollowing the suggestions of a report made 
several years ago by Wre H. 0. Parkinson of the Stockton Pablic 
Library, &@ two entry charging system has been substituted for one 
requiring five or seven notations. The end of the year also sees our 
binding well cleaned up, the stock of books being held for binding or 
repairs being smaller at the end of the year than has been the case 
for several previous years, 


One of the most recent changes has been the 
systematic classification of correspondence files in the office which 
greatly facilitates the handling of our rather heavy correspondence. 
Our stationery stock has also been re-classified in such a way as to 
bring together on the shelves ali stock pertaining to each department. 
Incidental to this change a form book has been compiled containing e 
sample of each of the one hundred forms necessary for the use of the 
various departments which will facilitate reference to and changes in 
the several forms. Aliso the classification itself forms a key to the

shelf arrangement of the stocx. There is also added an alphabetical 
index. Progress in the library is indicated by the fact that over 
thirty of these forms ha:s been changed during the incumbency of your 
cheep librarian, chenges which have met the gensral approval of the 
staff. 


| It is to be noted that the present report shows a slight 
decrease in the number of books in the iibrary as coripared with the 
previous year, This has been du@ to the large withdrawals of worn 
and obsolete books and pamphiets, including some books which had lain 
for years in the library accessioned but uncatealoged, There have also 
been sold and exchanged a quantity of obsolete and duplicates books 
including a number of duplicates from the colisction of government 
documents. As °a result of this policy much dead wood has been pared 
away and a number of valuable volumes added not previously in the 
library. 


Despite a loss in the circulation of fiction there has 
been an increase in the total circulation at the main library dus to 
an increase of one-sizth in the circulation of books of non-fiction, 
fhe demand for fiction is being partially supplied by the duplicate 
pay collection, while the extre suma paid for books during the past 
year have made possible the acquisition of general books in greater 
mumber and variety. The expenditures for books during the year again 
exceeded those for any previous year since 1912-13, while expenditures 
for binding exceeded those for any previous year, 


fhe number of registered borrowers shows @ slight decrease 
due to the fact that our registration period being thres years there 
were more persons registered in 1922 than in 1925. Ghanges in the plan 
of registration, however, and the present requirement that the borrower 
must present his card, have resuited in a decided increase in regis- 
tration during the six months that this ruie has been in force. The 
registration from January to June, 1925, was 1572 as compared with 
1319 for the iike period in 1922 and excecds by over fifty per cent 
the registration for the like period in 1925 and 1924, It is inevitable, 
therefore, that the next year will show a marked increase in the total 
number of registered borrowers. 


foo much emphasis can hardly bs laid on the fact that the 
changes and improvements made curing the past year have been made 
posgibdle because a slightly increased revenue has enabied us to employ 
more help. There still remains much to be done, the city is growing 
rapidly and it is to be hoped that revenues can be still further 
inereased rather than diminished or evsn merely mainteined. 


A new class of employees has been added to the library 
during the past year. The library has joined hands with the so-called 
Go-operative pepartment of the Riverside Junior Collese and has’ 
employed during the year four young women who, working in pairs, have 
alternated between employment in the library end their studies at the 
college. The Librarian desires to record his satisfaction with this 
arrengemént and his belief thet students working under this plan are 
better students and better employees. It is to be hoped that this 
co-operation with the Junior College can be continued and sometime 
enlarged.

COUNTY DEPARTMENT 


Allowing for the loss of two high schools in the 
county department, the number of books sent out to county stations 
has remained stationary, but there is an increase of over ten per 
cent in the recorded circulation. The two high schools lost have 
made rather comprehensive plans for the development of their ow 
libraries. The expressions of satisfaction with the county service 
have been general. fhe conduct of the department by Miss Frances 
Strang has been capable and devoted and the service given under her 
Girection has maintained the friendly attitude of our county corres- 
pondants, 


THE LIBRARY SCHOOL 


While the summer session closed in August, 1924, was the 
iargest in the history of the sehool, there has been a marked falling 
off of long course students, only five continuing and completing their 
work. The registration at the winter school was aiso slightly below 
the averege. The poor attendance at the winter session convinced the 
director of the school that this expensive ten weeks session should be 
Gropped, the long course shortened to about seven calendar months and 
the summer session (which has been increasingly well attended during 
recent years} lengthened to eight weeks. Such recommendations were 
accordingiy made at the April meeting of the Board of Directors and 
adopted by them at a special meeting held June li, 1925. 


S Tne year has bescn made notable by the visit of the Board 
of Zducation for Librarianship whoss report was received late in the 
year. The final effect of this report remains uncertain but it held 
out hope that our school might be converted into a Junior Undergraduate 
Library School. Pending further action it is believed that the changes 
in the plan of the school as above outlined will be in the direction 
to meet the suggestions of the Board of Education for Librarianship. 


Since March of the current year our children's room has 
been in charge of Miss Merion “Yellar, formerly of Utiea (New York) 
Public Library and a student in the last Winter Session of our Library 
School, The appearance and services in the room have been much 
improved and the circulation of the department has shown a marked 
increase during her care of it. Miss Wellar has conducted a story 
hour for the children fortnightly which has been met with gratifying 
attendance, She and others chosen by her have also visited the 
settlement house to tell stories to the children there. 


As the year closes the librarian can record the realization 
of a plan long cherished to secures for this department all the books 
listed in that excellent list of children's books "fhe Book Shelf for 
Boys and Girls". fhis beautiful and inexpensive catalog is, therefore, 
made aveilable as the catalog of our children's department,

: The number of books in the iibrary shows a small net 
increase for the year despite the fact that the expenditure of 
$5970.85 for books alone has been the largest made by the library 
since the fiscal year 1912-13. While additions have been large 
there have been many withdrawals of useless, worn and duplicate 
books and pamphleta which filled valuable Space to no purpose. A 
iarge collection of duplicate bound magazines, books and some 
government documents has been turned over to the local high school 
and Junior College in the hope that it may be an inducement and 
@ssistance to those institutions in building up a library adequate 
for their needs. The total expenditure for books, periodicals, maps 
and binding, $8,114.81, represents a proper proportion of the total 
 ©xpenditure for the year, especially when it is taken into account 
that over five thousand books have been repaired in the library during 
the year.

GOUNTY LIBRARY 


While the purchases of books for the County Library 
Department were lesa than for the Previous year, they were, 
nevertheless, higher then for several years previous therete. The 
number of books sent out by the County Library shows an increase of 
about three thousand , most of this inerease going to the coumty 
schools. The constant expressions of satisfaction with the service 
from the teachers throughout the sounty indicate that the county 
library is holding its own in the winds and hearts of those served, 


Figures recently compiled by the librarian indicate that 
while the per capita expenditure for the county library in Riverside 
County is among the lowest in the State, the County ranks very high
